STRANGE STORY TOLD 
~~ IN-COURT, - - 


How 8 spirit was raised from 
“the Tonth Hell,” how a fairy was 
expected to join a sennce and how 
a police inspector walked in in- 
atend waa described In an unusual 
case before: Mr. Willinma at. the 
Central Pollee Court yesterday, 
whon Yam Ching-yam, a Chinese 
woman who claima'to have paychle 
powers, wia churged with fortuno- 
telling. With two others, a man 
and hia wife, who were her em- 
ployers, she was also charged with 
being concerned in the maintenance 
and management of an unregistered 
temple at 387, Herincasey Road, 
Wanchai. All three accused were 
charged with conspiracy to de 
fraud a man named Ho Wal-lam. 
Mr FP. X. d'Almada, Snr. appear: 
ed for Yam Ching-yam,, ‘and Mr. 
H. K. Woo for Tam.Siu-wal and 
Tum Yeung-sze, the two other ne- 
cused, ; . . 

Inspector John’ Murphy detall- 
ed the cnse as followa: Tha wo- 
man Yam Ching-yam was employ- 
ed aa amah by the other two de- 
fendants who were husband and 
wife. They all Hved at No. 987, 
where they kept the joas-temple 
complained of, 

A witness, Ho. Wal-lam, a shop- 
keeper, would tell the Court that 
on the 23rd. of Inst month he went 
to the address as the result of tho 
woman Yam’s reputation as a for- 
tuneteller | being much  bruited 
about. There he had a consulta- 
tion, and was told by the woman 
that he had but six years to Hve— 
he was now $2. However he was 
xiven hope that the gods or pow- 
ers that are could ‘be prevailed 
upon to show compussion and pro- 
long his Hfe—provided of ‘course 
that he believed in her medium. 
He declared that he did. Asn oa 


J first step in the ritual to follow, 


he was told to get a gold ring with 
her name inscribed thereon, 


Too Much to Drink. 


Two days afterwards, on the 
26th, in response to an invitation, 
extended it is alleged, in conjunc- 
tion with Tam Yeung-sze (who 
here .for the first time, entered 
into the case), Ho Wai-lam again 


visited the address, when another 


man named Kwok Chee was pre- 
sent as well, and jained In a big 
feast In which more intoxicants 
were drunk, said Inspector. Mur- 
phy, than were good for them. 
The feast was prolonged until the 
early hours of the morning: 

On the 3rd of this month, as a 
result of « conversation over ‘the 
telephone, Ho Wal-lam: once more 
went to the house, when the mat- 
ter of the ring was again raised. 
Ho promised to bring it the next 
day, but In the meantime was in- 
duced to part with a sum of $20, 
which the woman Yam said was 
required for the purpose of ean- 
ducting joss-worship. 

That same night Ho Wai-lam re- 
turned home and told his friends 
how he had been . spending his 
monoy... They wero. quick in-tell- 
ing him that he had been  swin- 
dled, and the next day he was led to 
call on Inspector Murphy at’ the 
Secretariat for, Chinese ffairs, 

Inspector Murphy.continued: I 
xave him a $6 bill which T had 
marked with:a pencil, and told him 
to go to the house: [f ho were 
asked for any money, he was to 
give the $5 bill. I told. him to 
take the promised ring also to the 
house. 


“Not What They Expected. 


“T sent a district watchman, dia- 
gulsed, with him. They went 
into the house as arranged, and 
he (Ho Wai-lam) will tell your 
Worship that as he went in, he 
wan, asked by the other woman, 
Tam Yeung-aze, to give her a [ai 
ace, that is to ray, a ceremonial 
gift of money. He produced the 
mirked $5 bill, which she wrapped 
ina piece uf red paper after hav- 
ing written on it, at her -sugges- 
tion, the characters Long Life and 
Prosperity. The banknote in. its 
red wrapping was then hung up 
on a paper tree planted on the 
sacrifical “table-on-the-verandah.

THE DOLLAR AND 
STERLING. 


The provocative — suggestion, 
featured in our last night's issue, 


that Hongkong's exchange should | 


be pegged to sterling, inevitably 
established a+ monopoly among 
topics of conversntion. The last 
thing expected by the community 
‘is'un outcome of Britain’s aban- 
diMment of the gold standard was 
a proposal, as distinct from any 
| sort of possibility, that the time 
. might be considered propitious for’ 
. the stabilisation of the dollar fn, 
terms of pounds, shillings and 
pence. To say that it came as a 
surprise rather understates the 
actuality. Morcover, our coura- 
feous correspondent goes a great 
deal further. He urges the move 
‘as & means, in a small way, per- 
haps, of assisting the Old Country 
to. weather the financial storms of 
the months ahead. He deals with

Hong- 
kong is too closely allied to China 
to divorce itsclf from the ailver 
standard until China docs likewise, 
We have heard this before. -We 
shall hear it again... But what is 
the opinion of the Government and 
the ordinary member of the public? 
We. noticed with some surprise 
that many residents hafled with 
glee the depreciation of:the pound, 
It had apparently increased the 
value of the dollar and they en- 
visaged n reduction in the cost of 
living. In point of fact, nothing 
is farther from the truth. While 
the Hongkong dollar has risen in 
terms of sterling, it has dropped 
heavily in terms of gold. Cross 
rates with New York, Paris, Berlin, 
Yokohama, Manila, Bangkok, 
Saigon and Batavin have yone 
heavily against the Colony. Com- 
modities from these centres will 
cost more. On Tuesday $100. Mex. 
would have purchased G$24. ‘To- 
day, the buyer might obtain G§$21,- 
50. Onty in respect of imports 
from Britain ($5,000,000 last 
month) is there likely to be a ten- 
dency towards falling prices. 
Trade with China, amounting to, 
roughly, $16,000,000 Inst month, 
will be unaffected. But the 
Colony’s total imports last month 
were valued $60,000,000 and as- 
suming August to have repre- 
sented x normal average of trade 
dealing with the various countries, 
it becomes clear that two-thirds of 
our Imports come from countries 
with whom exchange has reacted 
to our detriment: The-net-result 
of the fall in sterling, therefore, is 
more likely to be an increase in 
the cost of living than the con- 
trary. It is equally obvious that 
many residents of the Coloriy, 
whose salaries are subject to ster- 
ling exchange fluctuation, are 
destined—provided there is “no 
dramatic recovery of sterling—to 
be hard hit. The conditions of the 
moment: suggest that they will 
suffer reductions-in salary while 
any decrense in the cost of British, 
ssoods—cight per cent. of the 
whole of the Colony’s importations 
—will be more than offset by in- 
creases in other foreign commodity 
prices. 

In these circumstances, there is 
much attractiveness in the sug- 
gestion that. we pin our fortunes 
to those of Great Britain. We may 
lend some assistance.
